SURGEONS ARE ARE 


Mexican Power of 
Speech by Injury te Skull. 
Strange Mystery. 

Perfecto Olivas, a Mexican laborer, 
met with a peculiar accident late yes- 
terday afternoon. He was found on 
Sunset boulevard with a long gash on 
his scalp. As he did nor reply to 
questions, it was thought he was unh- 

conscious. 

At the Receiving. Hospital it was dis- 
covered that he understood everything 
which was said to him, but that he 
had lost the power of speech. A piece 
of his skull, the size of a silver dollar, 
had been depressed on his skull 

Although the injury was of a #se- 
rious ure, he suffered not the slight- 
est rf ralysis. This is unusual in such 
eases. He undressed himself and 
climbed on the.operating table. He 
was put under an anaesthetic and the 
plece of his skull raise. 

Another puzzling feature of the case 
was that the part of the brain affected 
by the injury does net control the 
power of speech. The surgeons were 
unable to account for the aphasia. 

As he has a strong body and was ap- 


parently In good health, the physicians| 


believe that he will recover entirely. 
The police have not been able to tind 
out how he was injured. There was no 


one in the vicinity of the spot where 


he was found who saw him injured.

I spent some time today going through the establish- 
ment of the most important of these papers. It is 
known as the Sin Wan Pao, and has about the largest 
circulation of any newspaper in the empire. It belongs 
to a limited liability company, made up largely of Chi- 
nese, but most of the stock is owned by an American, Dr. 
John C. Ferguson, who is also proprietor of the Shang- 
hai Times. It was with Dr. Ferguson that I went 
through the offices. The Sin Wan Pao is situated on 
what might be called the Fleet street of China. This is 
a part of the Shantung road, which is lined with news-

The public officials are begin- 
ning to wake up to the power of the newspaper, and not 
a few of them are starting journals to forward their 
views. 

Here in Shanghai there are altogether about 100 peri- 
odicals. These include monthiies, weeklies and dailies, 
the latter being among the most important in China. 
The papers are published in the foreign section of the 
city, and are therefore free from government inspection.

The most of the papers, however, are housed in low, 
dark, ill-lighted structures, the offices being reached 
by narrow stairs. I was especially interested in the 
sleeping accommodations put up for the compositors 
and editors. It will seem strange to our newspaper men 
that the employés of Chinese dailies should be “slept 
and eaten.” Their wages always include board and 
lodging. But the meals cost but a few cents each per 
day, and the lodging is not as good as the steerage ac- 
commodations of an Atlantic steamer. For instance, in 
one journalistic building I found ten men sleeping in a 
bedroom not over twelve feet square. They lay one 
above another in bunks built around the walls, and the 
only private property I could see was the boxes in 
which the men store their clothes. Not only the com- 
positors and reporters, but some of the editors, sleep 
on the premises in this way. They are always on hand 
and there is no trouble in getting out an extra at any 
hour of the night.

A Woman's Daily. 


The only woman’s daily newspaper published in Asia, 
if not in the world, is issued by a woman in Peking. Its 
editor is a Chinese girl belonging to a well-to-do fam- 
ily. Her paper is known as the Peking Woman’s Jour- 
nal. It is published in an attractive form and is writ- 
It is largely devoted to educa- 
tional matters, and especially to the advancement of 
woman. It advcecates the anti-footbinaing movement, 
supports the anti-opium crusade, and, in general, is for 
woman's rights from a Chinese standpoint. 


Foreign Newspapers. 


There are now foreign papers published at nearly all 
of the ports of this country. There are a half-dozen or 
more here at Shanghai. The North China Daily News 
and the Shanghai Times come out every morning, and 
the Mercury and Gazette every evening. The French 
have a daily known as L’Echo de Chine, and the Ger- 
mans have one, the Ostasiatishe Lloyd. Shanghai has 
four foreign weeklies. Tientsin has several dailies, in- 
cluding the Peking and Tientsin Gazette, and so has 
Hongkong, including the Hongkong Press, the China 
Mail and the Hungkong Telegraph. There are papers 
published in the English language at Amoy, Foochow 
and Hankow; and there is a German paper published 
at Tsingtau in Shantung. The Japanese have several 
papers in China, and there are Portuguese journals in 
Macao and Hongkong. : | 

All of these papers cater to the foreign population. 
They are mostly blanket sheets of the style which we 
used to have, and they sell on the average at 5 cents per 
copy. As far as advertising is concerned, they are 
well supported and most of them are run at a profit. 


Chinese Papers Abroad. 
There are quite a number of Chinese papers outside 


China, some of which have a considerable circulation 


here. There are three such in Singapore, one in Pe- 
nang, seven in San Francisco, four in Honolulu and one 
in Manila. Japan has two, Sydney two, and there are a 
number in Hongkong. 


The empire has also several. missionary journals, | 


some of which are medical and others religious. It 
begins to have magazines, and with the new schools and 
the new civilization, it will probably build up a new lit- 
erature. 


I understand that the Prince Regent is contemplating 
starting an organ of his own. He is greatly interested 
in newspapers, and has given orders to the grand coun- 
cil to have deputies read all the Chinese dailies and to 
furnish him abstracts of the important news con- 
tained in them. Eight men have been chosen to trans- 
late the foreign papers, and His Highness has these 
classified and pasted away in a scrap-book. It is said 
that Yuan Shih Kai owned a newspaper while he was 


in Peking, and that severa] of the Cabinet officers are 


secretly interested in the different journals there. The 
statesmen watch the papers to see whether they ars 
properly mentioned, and a desire for notoriety is 
springinz up among them. 


They Want Foreign News. 


Now that China is adopting the new civilization, the 
high officials are anxious to learn what is going on all 
over the world. They are studying public opinion in 
New York, Berlin and London; and they watch the 
market reports. China is borrowing many millions of 
dollars from outside nations to develop her country as 
to railways and other things; and the government has 
to know what goes on abroad. The Associated Press 
telegrams are forwarded to the viceroys and to the 
Cabinet officers at Peking as soon as they are received, 
and they are translated and read before they appear in 
the newspapers. 


The government officers are greedy for articles about 
China, and one of the leading Cabinet ministers at Pe- 
king recently told his interpreter to give him a full 
translation of the London Times from day to day. The 
man protested that such a thing was impossible as well 
as unnecessary, saying that the English local news and 
the announcement of marriages, births and deaths were 
of no value to China. The Cabinet minister replied 
that he wanted the whole thing, and that he would get 
another interpreter. I am told that the Times is now 
translated for him.

When the King Visits His Temples. 

Once a year, says a writer in the January Wide World 
Magazine, all the Buddhist temples in Siam are visited 
by the King, or his deputies, bearing the Phra Kathin 
(yellow robes,) in conformity with an ancient custom 
by which the priests were made to seek their apparel 
for the ensuing year. During the lifetime of Buddha, 
monks and priests were sent out to beg for old, cast-off 
garments, which were afterward dyed yellow and 
patched together to form the required robes.

TO LIMERICK.

S I traveled in a train that went south through 
Connaught, there got in a number of men whose 
talk disclosed them to be District Councillors go- 
| ing to Claremorris for some great election of some little 
man to some little office. They talked volubiy of an- 
other election that was to have taken place several 
weeks before, but which was adroitly frustrated by 
some—not wire pullers, but wire cutters—able friends 
of a candidate whose supporters could not turn up in 
strength on that particular day, and cut certain wires 
at a certain psychological moment. ; 

“Be dam,” said one man. “It couldn't have been 
done better in West America.” 

Another man, clinching this, 
couldn't do it better.” | 

All the others nodded their heads in mute agree- 
ment. 

One of the most refreshing things in the West is the 
beggars’ prayers, and the prayers of the poor in gen- 
eral; whether they expect anything from you or noth- 
ing from you, their prayers are poured freely upon your 
head. Even the old apple woman at the railway sta- 
tion, from whom you buy a pennyworth of apples, 
prays God to bless you during all your long days. 

As I had a few minutes to spare, I chatted with the 
old apple woman. I remarked to her that we were hav- 
ing a terribly wet time. 

“"Tis a poor spring, sure enough, sir, if it was God’s 
will,” she replied. But then she added: “If we de- 
served better, sir, we’d get it. You don’t belong to this 
part of the world, sir?’ she then queried. 

“Now, how do you know that?” I said, pretending to 
take her question for an assertion. _ 

“You have a northern accent, sir.” 

“Well, you’re right.” 

She hunted me down till she located the village I came 
from. When she heard the name of it, she turned up 
her eyes and clasped her hands, saying: “Glory be to 
God! My father an’ my mother were born an’ bred in 
that little village.” I was sorry that my train whisked 
me away before I had opportunity of going into inter- 
esting details with her—and perhaps even counting kin- 

After leaving Sligo, one passes for some time through 
a rough, picturesque, mountainous country. This is suc- 
ceeded by great flat dreary bogs which are overhung by 
gray skies that shed melancholy forever upon the earth. 
The railway stations are decorated by the advertise- 
ments of emigration agents, and of railway companies 
with very cheap trips to Queenstown, there to catch 
the American vessels and cheap trips to England for 
Connaught laborers who go over to win the harvest of 
England and Scotland. The railway and railway sta- 
tions here seem to be built for the purpose of giving 
the people of this part of the world the convenient 
chance of running away. The tie that holds all who 
do remain in these bog lands bespeaks intense love of 
home indeed. 

Approaching the old town of Tuam, the land gets 
richer in its quality and greener in its color. 

Having half an hour’s delay At Athenry, which is an 
old walled town, the walls having been built hundreds 
of years ago around the loyal English inhabitants to 
keep the wild Irish out, I left the train and took a 
walk through the town, saw the remains of King John’s 
Castle, and the old gate, and saw two or three police- 
‘men with gun and bayonet on duty in one little side 
street. I inquired for the meaning of this, and I was 
told that a baker in that street had been boycotted sev- 
eral years before. He had made amends, however, for 
his misdemeanor, whatever it was, and had been re- 
established in the good opinion of the people, was again 
trusted among them. But the E11 glish government still 
paid our money to three policemen to protect this ba- 
ker against his many warm friends who bought their 
bread from him. This is just a sample of how things 
are done by the British government in Ireland. These 
three policemen, armed with gun and bayonet, as if 
lying in wait for a desperado, will probably continue 
on duty in this little street till some act of Parliament 
in the reign of, probably, Edward the Seventeenth, re- 
calls them to thelr barracks. Ireland, meanfime, will 
be paying these big fellows for enjoying the fresh air 
and showing off their fine proportions to the girls. 

The fields, which in other parts of Ireland are fenced 
by clay ditches, began about Tuam to be fenced with 
stones—of which the land seems to yield up an unlim- 
ited crop. Below Athenry the land is stonier and sto- 
nier, and for miles and miles nothing is to be seen but 
little fields invariably fenced with high stone walls. 
Sometimes a hundred tons of stone fence a few perches 
of cabbage garden. 

“What a sight of stone walls you have here,” I re- 
marked to an old man who traveled_on the train with 
me out of Athenry. 

“Ah! surely,” he said, “an’ I’m tould,” he added— 
with an air of one who is going to repeat something 
hardly credible—‘I’m tould there are places where the 
fences are all made of sods.” | 

I assured him that I had seen such places in my time, 
and he looked at me with all the wonder that I could 
have expected had I told hini that I had been to the 
North Pole. 

Like everything else in Connaught, trains are easy- 
going. At Athenry, I didn’t know whether I had really 
time to see the town during the delay specified on the 
rallway time table. 

“I wonder have I time to see the town?” I asked the 
guard.

RocKY MOUNTAIN RANCHMEN AF- 

TER THE WONDERFUL ANIMAL. 

By a Special Contributor. 

R. BEAVER, type of industry and perseverence, 

who threatened not long ago to become extinct 

has been so well and vigilantly protected by game 

wardens in the Rocky Mountain States that now he 
promises to become a first-class nuisance. _ 

At least that is what several indignant ranchmen in 

Colorado declare, after having their farm lands in- 


undaied and precious shade trees destroyed by the busy 


builders of dams. State Game Commissioner Holland 
has been kept busy granting special permits to ranch- 
men for the destruction of these mischievous beaver 
whose misdirecte’1 efforts have threatened to cut down 


the agricultural resources of Colorado. One ranchman 


in particular, whose place was a favorite dwelling-place 
of beaver, presented a list of woes that brought him 
the sympathy of even the most hardened officials of the 
game commissioner's office. Not only did the beaver 


bufld an enormous dam, which inundated his bottom 


is gifted with a cunning that enabled him to make a 


‘long fight against his chief enemy, man. The beaver 
never works except at night. About an hour before 


sundown he can be fcund swimming about his hut in 


‘midstream, making a general reconnoisance to find if 
‘the coast is clear. He depends almost entirely upon his 
‘sense of smell to warn him of the presence of enemies, 
for his eyesight is very poor. Enos Mills of Estes Park, 


Colo., who is known as the John Muir of the Rocky 
Mountains, owing to his familiarity with all forms of 
wild life, says he has stood for hours watching beaver 
near his place on Long’s Peak. 


“I have been within ten feet of the beaver at times,” 
said Mr. Mills, “and they have not been able to see 
me. They have sported in the water like puppies, or 
have been busy carrying sticks to their dam, without 
having the slightest idea I was in their vieinity. But 
as soon as the wind has varied a trifle, giving one of 
the beavers a scent, down has come a tail on the water, 
with a sound like a pistol shot, and in an instant every 
beaver has dived and the pool is silent.” 

Mr. Mills, who has written much of the beaver 
and his works, spent nearly the entire season watching 
two colonies of the animals im Estes Park, and has 
made voluminous notes on the interesting animals which 


shed new sidelights on beaver character.

Laws Have Protected Him. | 


Ten years ago it was freely prophesied that the bea- 
ver would become extinct in the Rocky Mountains. For 
nearly three generations they have been trapped and 
hunted, and the streams that used to swarm with them 
knew the busy little night workers no more. Then 


- followed stringent laws for the protection of the few 


beaver that remained. So well have these laws beer 


enforced that the beaver have greatly increased in 


numbers. Every year sees a larger army of them at 
work in the small streams on the divide, that form the 
headwaters of the country’s great rivers, and now 
ranchmen declare that a limited amount of beaver trap- 
ping must be allowed each season if the little animal, 


- once a great benefit, is not to become a menace. 


The student of life in the Rocky Mountains will find 


that the beaver was the first conservationist. Every 


stream and lake in the Rockics bore his handiwork in 
the shape of dams. These dams held back the flood 
waters and aidei in the deposit of the rich silt that 
makes up the agricultural bottom lands that stretch 
from the Rockies to the Mississippi. But when the 
trapping era came, there was no thought of the beaver 
as a first aid to the farmer. The trapper saw only the 
rewards that were represented by the fur of the little 
animal. Countless expeditions were fitted out at St, 
Louis, for the purpose cf trapping the beaver, and the 
men of the Hudson Bay Company trapped their way 
south along the Rockies until they were driven back 
by the American Fur Company’s men and the free trap- 
pers who acknowledged allegiance to none of the great 
fur corporations. 


His Cunning. 


In spite of the genera! war made upon him, the beaver 
has managed to survive. Unlike the buffalo, the beaver 


ia 


pluck and persistency is found near Mr. Mills’s place. 
The beaver wanted more timber for their dam, but had 
cut all the available trees from the vicinity of the main 
pond. There was a clump of quaking asp high up on 
the mountainside, however, and these trees the beaver 
cut down. The problem of transportation to the pond 
was a difficult one, but eventually it was solved. The 
trees were stripped of their branches, the logs were cut 
into short lengths, su they could be rolled, and thus the 
timbers were rolled down the mountainside until they 
were stopped by a level place. Here the beavers built 
a roadway through a heavy growth of underbrush, 
clearing off the brush and dragging the logs through. 
To save rolling the logs across the last stretch to the 
pond they actually built a canal, through which they 
ferried the logs to the water and then floatod them to 
the dam. This sounds almost unbelievable, but evi- 
dences are to be observed at Mr. Mills’s place on 
Long’s Peak, which is visited by many tourists In the 
course of the summer season. 

“It is thought that the beaver will work only in wood,” 
said Mr. Mills, “but such is not the case. I have seen 
a dam in the Dakotas, where no timber was available. 
The only thing the beaver had to work with was coal, 
a large deposit of bituminous being near the creek. 
They gnawed out slabs of this coal, and built their dam 
of it, using mud for plaster. I don’t believe the com- 
mon story that beaver use their tails for paddies in 
working. At least I have never seen one do so. They 
use their tails for a sort of combination brace and 
stool, but that is the only use I have ever seen them 
make of those appendages, save signaling with them by 
slapping the water.” 


How They Live. 
Beaver live on great brush heaps of green trunks and 


limbs, which they deposit near their houses every au- 


tumn. They feed on the green bark during the winter. 
The beaver house is usually about eight feet across, 
and stands at the upper end of the pond made by the 
beaver dam. The houses are generally made of sticks 
and mud, and the living-room is gnawed out of the pile 
after it has assumed sufficient proportions. The en- 
trance is below water level, and just before the first 
freeze the cunning animals plaster the outside of the 
house with mud, which becomes as solid as cement, and 
which makes it impossible for wolves to dig into the 
living-room. 

The dams which are built by the beaver are generally 
made of the logs of trees, interlaced with branches. Most 
of the dams are short and broad, and afford -easy pass- 
ageway across the average stream. It is on record that 
beaver once attempted to dam the Missouri near Helena, 
but had to give up, after repeated trials. Mr. Mills,

Motoring in Africa. 

Amusing particulars were related by Lieut. Graetz 
last week at a crowded public lecture in the Urania Hall 
in Berlin concerning his recent automobile trip across 
Africa from Dar-es-Salaam, on the Indian Ocean, to 
Swakopmund, on the Atlantic. The trip, he said, had 
been very carefully planned, but a series of misfortunes 
occurred which made the length of the trip 630 days, far 
longer than had been expected.

The gear became overheated, and on running through a 
fordable river all the cylinders burst. The chauffeur 
had to go back all the way to Germany to get new cyl!- 
inders, which caused a delay of four months. 

Caches of petro! had been made at various points in 
the Kalahari Desert, and these were found untouched 
as the natives were fearful of what they be- 
lieved to be the evil spirits chained up by the 
white medicine men. Later it was found that the na- 
tive carriers to save the weight of what looked to them 
like water had poured the precious petro] away and 
innocently refilled the drums with water when they were 
wanted. This delayed the trip another five weeks, fresh 
supplies having to be brought from a distance of 600 
miles. 

Numerous accidents befell the explorers. On ianu- 
merable occasions they got stuck in sand drifts and sank 
into quagmires. Mountain paths had to be widened by 
blasting with dynamite and bridges had to be built 
across torrents. 

The blacks came from tremendous distances to see 
what they called the devil car, the hurricane car or the 
steamboat on land. Their astonishment was boundless 
when a section of the journey. fifteen day marches, was 
accomplished in two days. 

The travelers suffered from heat, fever, hunger and 
thirst. Crossing the great Kalahari Desert the chauf- 
feur, mad with thirst, drank petrol, and hovered for 
many days between life and death.—{New York Sun.

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Harbin, Past and Present. 


Russia’s MANCHURIAN CAPITAL AS 
SEEN BY A JAPANESE GENERAL. 
By a Special Contributor. 
WAS sitting one afternoon with Gen. Oku, on the 
| porch of his house in Tokio, when the conversation 


turned on Manchuria. Gen. Oku is now chief of the 


general army staff, having succeeded to this position 
through the retirement of Gen. Kodama. The general 


had just returned from Harbin in Manchuria and what 


he told me throws light on the general aspect of the 
Harbin of today, the Harbin of yesterday and the Rus- 
sian character, as seen through Japanese eyes. Har- 
bin, it must be remembered, was the Manchurian city 
in which Prince Ito was recently assassinated by a Ko- 
rean anarchist. He had gone there to consult with the 
Russian Minister of Finance. Harbin is 350 miles west 
of Viadivostok and 600 miles north of Dalny, in the geo- 
graphical center of Manchuria. The city is only twelve 
years old and is characterized as one of the greatest 
achievements in city construction witnessed by the 
world. | 


“There is no question about the Russian energy and 
achievement, which wer: demonstrated in the building 
of Harbin,” admitted Gen. Oku. “In Harbin, Russia has 
shown the world how to design and create a city, over- | 
night as it were, to further her political designs and ex- 
pand her influence in the Orient. Less than five years 
ago, in the early part of the Russo-Japanese war, the 
city was something wonderful, and ‘took your liver 
away’, as we say in Japan. Russia planned to make 
Harbin her Asiatic metropolis, her Moscow of Asia, the 
Minneapolis of the Far East ,and the Chicago of the 
Orient. Every inducement was held out to the confid- 
ing Russian capitalists to purchase lots and to cast their 
fortunes in with the new venture. Wide streets were 
Aid out and paved, and electric lights were installed. 
Fine, large officia] buildings, railway clubs, hotels and 
schools were erected, immense car and machine shops 
equipped. The town rapidly outgrew its original limita- 
tions, and further land was added to meet the expan- 
sion. 

“In the old town land originally offered at a little 
over 1 cent gold a square foot soon soared to over 17 
cents gold per square foot. Within a year from the 
time that this section was opened to the public it is es- 
timated that over $5,000,000 gold was expended in 
building operations. An industrial -boom  fol- 
lowed which at one time promised to make Harbin 
the greatest manufacturing center in Asia. Sawmills, 
mines, breweries, vodka factories, four mills, and other 
large schemes were promoted. In 1904 ten flour mills 
were producing nearly 1,000,000 pounds a day. Prosper- 
ity was in the air. Everybody seemed to have money, 
and it was spent like water. Easy come, easy go. 

“The immense armies of the Czar, transported across 
Siberia,” continued Gen. Oku, “came to a halt at Har- 
bin and were here encamped and forwarded on to the 
front as their time came. Here was the real military 
headquarters. The Russian barracks were something 
tremendous to look at, standing in regular order, roof 
after roof threatening the sky and clouds! While the 
general aspect was similar to that of our own barracks, 
the Russian impressed you more forcibly. The impres- 
sion of anything Russian is always heavy. One can 
_agine what power and what oppression were hidden 
within those barracks, the work of only a few years! 
Undoubtedly they might be said to be the fruit of the 
Siberian Railroad. Unless she began with tremendous 
forces and unchangeable ambition to make it a future 
capital in Asia, one country could not have accom-— 
plished such a work. Indeed, Harbin was the capital 
commercially and strategically before the Russo-Japa- 
nese conflict. | 

“The late war was a war of life and death for Japan. 


- So it was with Russia. She made every effort to drive 


Japan back to her islands.” Gen. Oku’s face was grave 
as he spoke the words, and in his voice was the tone of 
deep conviction. It was plainly a subject to which he 


had given long and careful thought. 


“Life in the Harbin garrison prior to the Russia- 
Japan war was despicable,” recalled the general remi- 
niscently. “The relation between the Russian officers 


and their soldiers was that of a feudal lord and his 


serfs. The distance between them was immensely wider 
than that between our Tonosama and their retainers 
three centuries ago. The soldiers never thought of meet- 
ing the officers on equal terms. There was nothing but 
despotism, oppression in the Harbin garrison! Our 
twentieth-century civilization was 1000 miles away! 
‘The strangest fact was that the Russian soldiers did not 
appear to be dissatisfied with their condition. That was 
chiefly because they were never educated. It seems to 
me that it is the policy of the Russian government to 
keep books from the populace in general, and the army 
in particular! The soldiers had no military knowledge 
nor idea of their own duty except to be obedient to 
their officers. Generally the officers came from the 
European schools, and some of them were undoubtedly 
highly educated. But they treated their men like dogs! 
How could they look upon them as their equals? Un- 
fortunately, as I have said, the soldiers had not been 
brought up decently. So the officers oppressed them 
pitifully, and commanded them like a despot of ancient 
days. 

“They spent most of their time drinking and playing 
cards. They rarely appeared in the yard of the garri- 
son to drill their soldiers, who were only too glad to 
have no drill. The soldiers went about quite freely, 
but they never forgot to carry their guns on their 
shoulders. They wolked lazily and purposelessly through 
the streets. With them laziness, not industry, was he- 
reditary. Physically, they were big and strong! They 
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| impressed you at once as soldiers of might and deter- 
mination, and ai] the world accepted them without fur- 
ther examination. But a close study made one doubt 
their effectiveness. They had no endurance, like our 
own soldiers. They were cowards at the core of their 
hearts! They were taught merely to be obedient to 
their officers. While the expression on their faces was 
eternally placid, their own true nature was ready to re- 
volt. They were without thought of friendliness such 
as we have in Japan—the beautiful, unchanging rela- 
tion between the officers and their soldiers. Our sol- 
diers inherit gentleness as well as valor from their 
forefathers. Our officers never oppress them, but treat 
them with kindly consideration always. There is a 
little secret you should know in your treatment of the 
Russian soldiers as well as the officers, which I learned 
from personal observation. You must not be sympa- 
thetic, to begin with. If you are, they will start 
straightway to cheat you, taking any and all advantage. 
You must present a strong front, appearing cold and 
commanding. They do not understand how to be 
friendly or impersonal. There are only two classes in 
Manchuria, the governing class and the governed. They 
do not know how to arbitrate, to compromise about 
anything. It is almost impossible to believe them capa- 
ble of reasoning. If you have anything to do with them 
you must show a sign of your tyranny, or some fighting 
nerve at start, then speak to them gently. ‘Bluffing’

is almost universal among Russians. It is clear why 
Russia was said to be always effective in diplomacy. 
Her secret is clear enough. 

“Often in the Russian hospitals I have closely ob- 
served how the Russian soldiers endure illness. They 
were ridiculously cowardly under a surgeon's knife, and 
cried and made a noise. I never heard of Japanese 
soldiers crying in the operating-room. Have you? 
They are calm and determined at all times. A certain 
Russian surgeon laughed when I told him about our 
soldiers’ endurance, and replied that the Japanese skin 
must be tough like an elephant’s. There is another 
thing to prove them poor patients, which is that they 
are never systematic in taking medicines. Their law- 
lessness, it seems, is fundamental. ‘““hen they feel 
worse, they cry and moan. When they grow better, 
they do not care for any medicine, or they take it irreg- 
ularly. They are impossible patients. The nurses say 
they must be very particular in giving them milk, for 
one will be jealous, or even fight, if he sees the other 
fellow given more milk than himself. 

“Here is a little story I will tell you,” said Gen. Oku. 
It was plain that he wanted to impress me very forcibly 
that he had not misjudged the Russian soldier. “One 
day in January, shortly before the real hostilities be- 
gan between the Russians and the Japanese, a Russian 
army officer called on a Japanese doctor in Harbin, 
saying that he would like to have medicine for one 
whole week. The doctor fold him he would not need 
so much, as he had already given him the amount for 
three days. Then the doctor asked him why he insisted, 
and the Russian officer replied, with a bit of hesitation, 
that he must hurry to Port Arthur for a demonstration 
against the Japs. The doctor, a Japanese, treated him 
courteously, even with tea and cake, but did not reveal 
that he knew anything about it. Then the Russian gab- 

on, saying that they must make a great demonstra- 
tieh to impress Japan and the powers that they had a 
vast army of soldiers in Manchuria. A month or so ago 
his friends, he said, had been in Port Arthur, saying 
that they had arrived from Moscow. But, in truth, they 
were from Harbin. Russia was only moving her sol- 
diers about. It was all a ‘bluff.”. And he assured the 
doctor that it was impossible to send many troops from 
Europe. Returning from Port Arthur, after spending 
a week there, he called on the doctor again, and said 
that the ‘bluff business’ was done and that for his serv- 
ices he was to be given a good rest for five or seven 


days. 

“Most of the time, the Russian army had not enough 
to eat. They bought what provisions they could from 
China and Korea; and for awhile they commanded the 
Manchurians to.give them their meats and vegetables. 
It was natural that the complying Manchurians com- 
plained bitterly. Those who refused the demands of 
the Russians were trampled to the ground, literally. 


“It was in Harbin,” went on Gen. Oku, “that the Rus- - 


sian officers left their families—some their wives and

Lumber barons, and officials of the Bureau of Forestry, 
are exercised over the fact that one of the great virgin 
pine forests of America is largely included within the 
reservation’s borders, extending for more than 100 miles 
south from the San Juan River; and prospectors tell 
of vast deposits of gold, silver and copper ores that 
await only the breaking-down of reservation barriers 
for their development. 


With so many interests clamoring for the spoils, it 
is not difficult to foresee that the allotment of lands in 
severalty to the Navajos but presages the throwing open 
of what remains of the reservation to settlement by the 
whites. This is understood by many of the tribesmen; 
and they know ihat with the white homesteader comes 
the wire fence, which means that each man must be 
content with the land that is his own. Wherefore the 
Navajo mourns, and feels that he is being sadly mis- 
used. He belongs to the least gregarious of known 
tribes, sever congregating in towns and villages, and 
rarely buiiding his hogan along the highways. He 
wants the whole outdoors for his dwelling-place, and 
feels crowed if he meets more than one person on & 
day’s travel. It will be an evil day indeed for him 
when the land hungry whitee swarm by tens of thous- 
ands over the lands that have belonged to him and 
his forbears for scores or hundreds of generations. But 
the day has come when the white men feel that they 
need in their business the land, the coal, the oil, the 
gold and silver, the trees and the grass that the Nav- 
ajo has regarded as his own—although he has no pres- 
ent or prospective use for it. That settles is. The Nav- 
ajo may keep what he can use; but he must not play 
the dog in the manger with the hay he can’t eat him- 
self. | 


Not Scientific Farmers. 
_ To confine the Navajos upon farms of a quarter-sec- 


as it looks on paper. Although the Navajos have “dry- 
farmed” for ages, yet their methods are far from scien- 
tific, and the results totally inadequate to give them 
support. Their farming practice consists simply in 
hunting for a sandy spot in some arroyo or creek bot- 
tom where the soil holds the moisture, digging a few 
shallow holes for the reception of their corn and beans, 
and permitting nature to do the rest. If the elements 
are kind, and a good crop results, well and good. But 
if a freshet washes away the growing grain, or if the 
too-ardent sun burns it up, it doesn’t matter much. The 
sheep never fail to yield a fair crop of wools; and this 
is readily convertible into cash at the store of the neur- 
est reservation trader, or the willing squaws can weave 
it into blankets, and these are always worth from 75 
cents to a dollar a pound in trade. Of course the trader 
makes the exchange at rates for his wares that are 
appalling, but the Indian manages tc exist, and the 
trader grows wealthy, so neither cares to see the pres- 
ent order disturbed. 


This pastoral existence will hardly be possible when 


and keep his sheep and goats away from his neighbors. 
As a rule, the native grasses grow but scantily, and not 
many sheep can be pastured upon the same 160 acres of 
the desert year after year. Only by moving often, driv- 
ing their sheep before them to places where the grass 
had not yet been eaten off, have the Navajos been able 
to exist so far. When forbidden to move at all, the 
tribesmen must cease to be shepherds, and must learn 
how to farm. That means a complete revolution in 
their manner of life—and an economic revolution is 
not often wrought in a day, even in obedience to a gov- 
ernment mandate. So there is reason to anticipate that 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs is in for trouble in large

affirming that the fashion of living seventy-odd years 
back was no simpler than it is now. The marching line

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CHERRIES AND PLUMS. 


FouR SPECIES AND SEVERAL VARIETIES 
OF DECORATIVE VALUE. | 


By Ernest Braunton. 


ALIFORNIA contains four species and several 
good varieties of cherries and plums, all of deco- 
rative value and some of slight importance in an 
economic sense. Usually this family has by late writers 
been divided into Prunus (plums) and Cerasus (cher- 
ries,) though nearly all standard works list all under 
the botanical genus Prunus. The actual difference be- 
tween the fruits (none exists in the trees) is that cherry 
_ Stones are nearly globular while plum stones are elong- 
ated and flat. Of the sixteen species of Prunus found 
in the United States, but one tree is of sufficient growth 
to be of commercial value, and that is the black cherry 
common to all that country: from the Mississippi Valles 
to the Atlantic Coast. 

We have but one wild plum (Prunus subcordata,) 
which grows from two to twenty feet in height accord- 
ing to soil and location, and sometimes attains a diame- 
ter of eight inches. The tree is deciduous and bears a 
juicy, tart, purple-red plum often an inch long. There 
is also a yellow and sweeter-flavored variety of this 


cies of Prunus in the State. Unlike the prickly-edged 
leaves of the type, this variety has entire or smooth- 


edged leaves much iarger than the foothill sort. This |. 


variety is now known as P. illicifolia, variety integrifo- 


| lia, a very contradictory name. The botanist who named 


this tree (George B. Budworth, dendrologist of the Uni- 
ted States Forest Service) says he now regrets he did 
not name this tree after the discoverer, W. 8S. Lyon, 
a former Angelefio. One California botanist (Alice East- 
wood, curator of the California Academy of Sciences) 
has renamed it for Mr. Lyon, but under the rule of pri- 
ority this name will not be generally recognized, though 
little doubt exists among botanists of its being entitled 
to specific rank. Though this tree is found both on the 
mainland and Channel! Islands, it has come to us almost 
entirely from one of the latter, and is therefore known 
throughout the State as “Catalina Cherry.” Not only is 
it extensively used as a garden subject, but in many in- 
stances has qualified as a street tree. Thousands were 
sold in Los Angeles alone during 1909, and the demand 
each year grows greater. 


Extremes of Rainfall. 


AINFALL is in amount exceedingly variable, and 
has a greater effect upon vegetation than any other 
agency. The wonderful adaptability of our climate is 


strikingly illustrated in the case of the camphor tree,

of our State, while the type reaches to Central Califor- 
nia 

The least-known of our cherries, to the people of 
the southern end of the State, is the one most widely 
distributed throughout California. Prunus emarginata, 
our “Bitter Cherry.” is found from British Columbia to 
Mexico and eastward to Idaho and Montana. It is sel- 
dom found at an elevation lower than 3590 feet, where- 
fore it is not seen by many. This tree occasionally 
reaches a height of forty feet and a diameter of one 
foot. The fruit is small, seldom more than a quarter 
of an inch in diameter, and extremely bitter, therefore 
having no food value. 


Our native “choke cherry” (P. demissa) is another 
tree or shrub found in all parts of California (in lati- 
tude) and up to Alaska and “backward’ to the Rocky 
Mountains. This tree bears a real “choke cherry” and 
is closely related to the eastern species (P. virginiana) 


that is known by the same popular name. Both are 


sweet and palataije when ripe, and very pleasant to eat 
out of hand, but they leave the “puckery” effect so 
*sommon to astringent fruits. The size of the species 
' garies from a low, almost prostrate shrub to a tree of 
twenty-five feet in height. .. | 


The cherry most familiar to ali who run about our 


southern landscapes is the foothill or “Holly-leafed 
Cherry” (P. illicifolia,) common on all our hills and 
slopes, reaching almost if not quite into the city limits 
of Los Angeles. Though usually met with as a shrub, 
it will, under favorable yet natural conditions, grow to 
a foot through the base and twenty or more feet high. 
When of such growth it makes a tree of most unusual 
beauty, the foliage in appearance being unsurpassed in 
California trees or shrubs. The fruits are a half-inch 
in diameter and pleasant to the taste, but the amount

‘amount. In portions of the Andes in South America

fully. The first thing for a beginner is to assume that 


charred portion instead of touring; never turn up the 
wick so that the lamp will smoke. Have the large end 
of the egg pointing one way, and never add eggs after 
the hatch is started. Cool the eggs after the fourth day 
to 90 degrees, then return to the machine. Do not in- 
cubate white and brown eggs at the same time; the 
latter are stronger shelled and require different treat- 
ment. After removing the infertile eggs, spread out 
the remainder evenly over the trays. Select eggs of 
uniform size for hatching. Before starting, clean out 
the heat or flue pipe. 


A good machine intelligently run will not, neueeel, 
hatch infertile eggs, or those with weak germs. Fer- 
tile eggs depend upon vigorous parentage, well-kept and 
well fed. Birds that have had roup and been “cured up” 
are bad actors when it comes to placing dependence on 
their eggs. We may also look for weak fertility in eggs 
laid by overfat hens, and also from flocks where the 
cock bird is too fat. | 


In a modified sense it can almost be said that each 
breeder makes his own standard to fit his particular 
breed. To be sure, he reads and is influenced by the 
printed page, but as we do not see with the same eyes 
nor filter our ideas and impressions through the same 


bit of gray matter, it stands to reason that there should 


be diversity of opinion as to the meaning of standard 
qualifications. For this reason it has become :ecognized 
by exhibitors in the big shows where there are several 
judges’ that it is “business” to send several good birds 
of the same breed and variety, which nevertheless are 
stronger in one section than another. In this way the 
ideal of more than one judge may be met, and hence 
in the shuffle the exhibitor’s chance of winning is cor- 
respondingly strengthened. The elements that go to 
make a winner are at times clastic and often a matter 
of careful deliberation. The conflict of opinion we 
hear during a show is more often due to diverse judg- 
ment on the exact qualities that decide a winning bird 
than to either ignorance or mercenary motives. We do 
not all admire the same style of bird, and yet the bird 
of our choice may be quite as good a specimen as the 
other fellow’s. In just this sense, it may be said that 
judges and fanciers do establish in their own mind an

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FIELD NOTES. 
B B. WHITNEY, field agent of the State Horticul- 


tural Commission, was sent on a tobogganing expe- 
“dition to the High Sierras in search of lady bugs 
for distribution next spring about the time plant lice 
begin to menace the cantaloupe, melon, cucumber and 
some of our fruit plants. Noihing was heard from 
Whitney for three days, and the insectary man feared 
he had met a grizzly bear in the deep snow of Blue 
Cafion and was no more. However, there arrived.at the 
State bug house the fourth day 114 pounds of lady bugs 
all in fine condition for a continuation of their winter's 
sleep in cold storage at the insectary. Just to know 
how to estimate by the pound the number of these in- 
secis one ounce net were weighed and counted. It con- 
tained 1507, which multiplied by 16 and then ty the 
number of pounds in the lot (114) gave 2,748,768 of 
these beneficial insects now in storage waiting to be lib- 
erated at the proper time to assist in the suppression of 
the aphids that have been so destructive in the past at 
Imperial, Coachella and in fact all over the State. 
“Whit” is a game fellow, and collected all these in- 
sects alone and carried tlic last lot of twenty-five pounds 
twelve miles to the nearest pack train to send down to 
his cache at Dutch Flats. He reports that the supply 
is nolimited, and another expedition will soon be sent 
out by Mr. Carnes to continue the collection. 


last season circumstances (tke lack of funds, princi- 
paltiy) prevented collecting the lady birca in large quan- 
tities. But the late Legislature was more liberal in its 
support of the commissioner’s work, and we now see 
some of the results.

New Official Deal. 


HOSE who opposed the adoption of the new county 

horticultural law in the Legislature last winter did 
not know, or care to know, that the whole State was 
ready for an advance in this-line. A few days ago the 
secretary of the State Horticultural Con:mission sent 
out a few hundred circular ietters asking the fruit 
growers of the State to see that each county produced 
a fair number of candidates for the examinations to 
be held later. The response was immediate, and my 
Office is now averaging about fifty letters daily asking 
for information about the examinations to be held by 
the State Board of Horticultural Examiners. Never be- 
fore has there been such a demand for. horticultural lit- 
erature as these examinations have brought out. It has 
been necessary to call In one of my outside deputies to 
assist in sending out the pamphiets, reports, circulars 
and other matter relating to horticulture, as each in- 
quirer gets about a dozen different publications. The 
new horticultural law is causing a general awakening 
all over the State, as under its operations a candidate 
for County Horticultural Commissioner requires some- 
thing more than an indorsement from the county cen- 
tral committee, or the combination of three Supervis- 
ors. 

Secretary Carnes of the Board of Examiners has just 
been authorized to call for examinations in Imperial, 
Yolo, Mendocino and Solano counties, and they will be 
held late in January. It seemed like a very siow 
process, the way the examiners were getting about this 
work. But it is not going so slow. When the four 
counties just called are finished, far more than one- 
fourth of the whole State will have been covered 
wherever we may expect to have horticultural commis- 
sions at all, and the service was not begun till October. 
So far, the new plan has placed in office men of ability 
and influence in each county where a commissioner has 
been chosen and the promoters of the law are well sat- 
isfled with the results. Nevada, Placer, Butte, Sutter, 
Yuba, Kings, Fresno, Tulare, Orange, Riverside, San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles—an even dozen of the 
courties of the State have appointed under the new act, 
and | believe the frult growers are pleased with the 
selections made. At any rate. Section 2322 of the Stat- 
uies of California is creating a most active state in the 
horticultural affairs of two dozen or so counties, and 
in two cases the new enactment has already given 
counties commissioners that never had such officials be- 
fore.

The State Convention. 3 


OUR days of conference upon the business of fruit 

growing characterized one of the most profitable 
meetings of the State Fruit Growers’ Convention ever 
held. The weather was most disagreeable, the rain 
falling heavily almost al: the time. But this state of 
weather really helps a couvention of this kind after the 
delegates are assembled, for there are no side issues 
to distract and the attendants are prompt in looking 
after the business of the conference. This is the fourth 
rainy week in succession experienced by these State 
conventions—at Hanford, Marysville, Sacramento, and 
now at Watsonville—and it would seem well to change 
the date were it not for the fact that December is about 
the only month in which the fruit growers can leave 
their work. 

Gov. Gillctt complimented the celegates by remain- 
ing through all the first day’s proceedings and taking 
part in the discussion. This courtesy was never before 
given by a Governor to one of these convenfions, and 
Gov. Gillett was. good enough to say to the delegates 
that he remained because he became interested in the 
proceedings. I am sure he was justified In listening to 
the papers here presented, for I do not remember of such 
a high level ever having been reached before by the 
addresses of this programme. The horticultura] liter- 
ature has been greatly enriched by these papers, and 
those who could not attend this convention should write 
for a copy of the report, which will be out some time in 
February. : 

The most striking feature of the Watsonville meeting 
was the absence of discussion upon cultural matters 
and kindred subjects. For some time the northern fruit 
growers have been promoting a new idea, to them, 
namely, that it is the business end of fruit growing that 
needs attention, meaning the attention to all commer- 
cial economics relating to getting profitable returns for 
fruit. The growers of the southern part of the State 
came to this conclusion fifteen years ago, with results 
that have astonished the world in the way of coépera- 
tive achievements. At the late* convention two most 
prominent issues came out, whether two delegates or the 
whole conference were engaged in discussion. 

First, no meeting of this kind ever spoke with such 
courage and candor about the affairs of its members. 
This issue would lead a casual observer to think that 
the worst bunch of pessimists ever seen were assembled 
to give deciduous fruit growing a black eye. But not 
long would he think so if he had sense to see, for every 
suggestion leading to coéperative policies. of improve- 
ment receive unflagging support and unanimous decis- 
ion. No convention ever held in this State was more 
free from wrangling or division of purpose, and 
throughout the proceedings the issues of overproduction, 
and of relief by better handling of fruits were to the 
front for consideration. Although the past season has 
been the darkest ever experienced for grapes, peaches, 
raisins and prunes, the determination to improve the 
deciduous fruit business from th> ground upward has 
never before been so generally, frankly or courageously 
considered by the growers and shippers. It is a new 
era, and the burden of the Watsonville convertion was 
in sympathy with the movement throughout the week. 
It was a great conference, whose influence will be fel 
most helpfully wherever deciduous fruits are grown.

New Seed Law. 


EW HAMPSHIRE now has a pure-seed law. The 
object of it is about the same as that of the fertilizer 
laws. The man who buys seeds is to have some means 
of knowing what he is buying, and some legal redress if 


he is loaded up with weeds and dead seed. Under the. 


New Hampshire law, seeds will be tested at the Experi- 
ment Station at Durham, both for dirt and weeds, and 


just issued its annual bulletin on seeds. Names of deal- 
ers are printed ard the quality of their seeds openly ex- 
posed. The samples show that cleaner seed is being 
sold in Connecticut. Last year out of fifty-one samples 
_ of clover seed, forty-one contained dodder and three 
were badly adulterated with Black medick. The names 
of the dealers who sold this stuff were printed in full. 
|. As a result, out of fifty-two samples examined this year 
only six contained dodder, and there was no adultera- 
tion. You see the point! When they knew their seed 
was to pass under the point of a microscope these seed 
dealers proceeded to “clean up.” There never was any- 
thing quite like the purifying power of printer’s ink.—

the tail of a comet, but few people knew anything about 
it, except the astronomers and those who happened to 
read of it. 

There are some who believe that our contact with the 
comet's tail next May will be marked by epidemics of 
disease on the earth. This is not altogether impossible. 
in London, in 1861, after the contact of the earth with 
the tail of a comet, there was observed a peculiar dry 
fog, which lasted for about a month. 

There is no doubt that epidemics depend upon atmos- 
pheric conditions which favor the prevalence of cer- 
tain diseases. Remember this, however, that such dis- 
eases can only affect those whose blood, through wrong 
living, is in a bad condition, so that their vitality and 
resistance to disease is lowered. In his book “As It Is” 
Dr. M. J. Rorermund of Milwaukee writes as follows in 
regard to the influence of atmospheric conditions on 
smallpox epidemics: 

“Smallpox epidemics are almost as easy to predict 
as is a great storm. Smallpox usually starts in the 
East and travels westward. Whoever heard of small- 
pox starting in the West and traveling eastward? Be- 
fore an epidemic comes on, we find a season prevailing 
in eastern winds that are changeable, raw and damp. 
accompanied by cloudy weather, at times stagnant, with 
very little sunlight or thunder and lightning. I have 
myself in several instances predicted an epidemic of 
smallpox two and three months in advance. In one in- 
stance, I made the prediction in the beginning of Sep- 


tember, that if the then prevailing conditions of the 


weather would continue during the fall, we would hear 
of smallpox spreading throughout the country before 
Christmas, and if the changeable atmospheric condi- 
tions kept on through the winter, that the epidemic 
would increase in its severity. The records stand veri- 
fied. Again, we know that if we have a steady cold 
winter, there is little, if any, smallpox. But when the 
weather is changeable and damp, with east winds and 
low pressure which prevents the affluvia and {mpurities 
from rising, and very little sunlight, we always hava 
the disease with us.” 

Once more, however, remember that, as stated, these 
epidemics can only affect those whose blood is in poor 
condition, and whose resistance is consequently poor. 
Keep up your vital power—your power of resistance, 


and you will be immune against epidemics “ all kinds. |

rotten meat (anything is good enough for a dog,) and 
table scraps that would bind the devil up? It never 
enters their heads that they could feed their dogs, as 
well as children, the proper food, and, if necessary, give 
them occasionally a good dose of olive oil.

“rabies” about this. It is simply blood poisoning, as a 
consequence of poisons generated by decomposing flesh.

Schools of Healing. 


OLLOWING is an extract from an article by Dr. J. 
H. Tilden, in A Stuffed Ciub for January: 
“On fundamental principles, all schools of healing, 


_ worthy of the name of.school, are alike, Mr. Harry 


Brook of the Los Angeles Times to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Not long ago the editcr of the health 
department of the above-named paper quoted from my 
recently-published book the statement I made that all 
schools have the same fundamental principles. He 
agreed that it was true at the time I made the discov- 
ery, but that it was not true today. I say it is true to- 
day, and it will be true for all time. The exception, he 
says, is the osteopathic school. Our friend Brook is 


such a loyal ‘cuss’ to his friends that he makes just such 


a break occasionally. Inasmuch as he has taken it 
upon himself to dispute my statement, I take it for 
granted that he is fully competent to substantiate it; 
hence, I here and now demand that he furnish the 
readers of the Club and Times said proof, after which 
I may have something more to say regarding fundamen- 
tal principles.” 

When Dr. Tilden started the practice of medicine, over 
thirty years ago, drugging almost monopolized the field 
of medical practice. Homeopathy, which is a system of 
giving drugs in such minate doses as practically to 
amount only to suggestion, was already quite popular. 
Hydropathy, or the water cure, was practiced here and 
there in cuite a small way. Since then there has arisen 
the eclectic school, which confines its drugging to the 
administration of the twelve mineral substances found 
in the body. This is somewhat more logical than the 
ordinary hit-or-miss drugging method, but it is useless 
when not harmful, as the drugs, being in the inorganic 
form, are inert, and must be thrown out of the body. 
Later came the osteopathic school, which treats by ma- 
nipulation lesions of the spine. Still later “chiroprac- 
tic,” somewhat after the style of osteopathy only more 
severe. And last, but not least, we have from Ger- 
many, where it has been popular for half a century, 
“naturopathy,” a school of healing which was legalized 
by the last California Legislature—although it should 
not be necessary to legalize such natural methods as 
this. Naturopathy includes all rational methods of aid- 
ing nature to restore normal conditions, such as oste- 
opathy, chiropractic, massage, hydropathy, diet, fasting, 
electricity, sun and air baths, mental suggestion, ete.

Reform Versus Revenge. 


T is satisfactory to note that the important subject 

of prison reform is beginning to arouse some public 
attention in this country. It is certainly high time, for 
our present method of treating criminals is most bar- 
barous, illogical, and unworthy of a civilized nation. 
Even from the low viewpoint of dollars and cents it is 
foolish, costing the country hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars every year. 

It is not often that you find a man who combines in- 
telligence, practical experience, wealth, and willingness 
to use those gifts in the interest of those within prison 
walls, or who have recently been discharged therefrom. 
Such a mean is Griffith J. Griffith of Los Angeles, who 
was formerly a newspaper writer, is possessed of large 


} wealth; has had two years experience in a State peni- 


tentiary, and is now devoting his life to the betterment 
of the condition of convicts. 

Col. Griffith is secretary and treasurer of the Prison 
Reform League of Los Angeles, which has just issued a 
notable book of three hundred pages entitled “Crime 
and Criminals.” (Published by the Prison Reform 
League Publishing Company, No. 443 S. Main street, Los 
Angeles.) The book contains as a frontispiece a good 
portrait of Col. Griffith and a couple of irawings show- 
ing tortures inflicted upon unfortunate prisoners. It is 
dedicated to Leo N. Tolstoy, “the world’s great inter- 
preter of the immutable law of inheritance whereby like 
springs from like, love begetting love and hate a prog- 
engy of hate.” The title page also bears the following 
quotation from a statement made by the President of 
the United States: “I believe, and I regret to say it, 
that throughout the country the administration of the 
criminal law and the prosecution of crime are a dis- 
grace to our civilization.” These are strong words, but 
they are, without doubt, entirely justified by the facts.

That he would advise Mr. Pinchot’ or any other 
public man to condone wrongdoing on the part of 
any. person or to cover up corruption in any way 
no one will think for a moment. When he 
selled Pinchot not té take the step proposed we 
may be sure that Mr. Wilson not only saw such a 
step would be injudicious, but that it would be 
wrong. Mr. Ballinger has pursued the even tenor 
of his way, unswerved in any respect from his di- 
rect course by any attacks or by any public investi- 
gation. He has demanded that this investigation 
be made.

A GREAT SCHOLAR DEPARTED. 
Francis Satolli, a cardinal of the Roman 
Church, whose Geath was announced in this paper 
yesterday, will be remembered now and in times to 
come for his striking abilities as a scholar. Ameri- 
cans will recall him pleasantly as the first apostolic 
delegate from the Vatican to the United States. 
The impression he made upon the public of this 
country was that he was a strong man, kindly and 
broad, and that he performed his mission here with 
a grace that made friends for himself and his 
church among alltclasses of the people. 

Cardinal Satolli was a great pulpit orator, but 
he shone especially as a writer. His text-books are 
standards in Catholic schools and colleges. His 
efforts in the wider fields of church literature have 
been such as to rank him almost with the doctors 
of the church, who came near to the splendor at- 
tained by St. Augustine himself. ! 

An intellectual product, such as Satolli, is pos:i- 
ble only under circumstances such as surrounded 
him. He was destined from his very cradle for the 
cloth and. his education was, consequently, not a 
matter of chance. Step by step he was guided along 
the glittering pathways of learning through youth 
to manhood. He was a scholar by profession and 
-mever ceased to be a student. It is in this way, and 

in this way alone, that great Marning can be ac- 
quired within the span of one human lifetime. 

That Satolli transcended his fellows who were 
trained with equal care and whose destinies were 
as inexorably mapped out, is the fact that distin- 
guishes his memory now. That he led his contem- 
poraries is a proof that he was gifted with a su- 
perior intelligence and ability. In the intellectual 
world—which is a Bohemian world, indeed, where 
the scholar is revered by scholars without regard

There has been a ‘disposition to criticise Mr.

These memories of old-time cam- 
paigns and the parties of early da;s 
are suggested by the passing of the 
former State Capitol, used for many 
years as a Courthouse by Sacramento 
county. It was sold a few days ago 
for a paltry $3000, Se will be demol- 
ished. It cost $240,000. 

This fine old building was the seat 
of the State government from 1855 un- 
tli the completion of the present Can- 
itol, in the fall of 1869. The first State 
constitutionai convention, which met 
at Monterey in 15849, selected San José 
as the capital, and the first Legisia- 
ture met there in December of that 


year. The accommodations were found 
so inadequate that a proposition from 
Gen. M. Valieja to remove to his 


place was accepted. Two years later, 
when the Legisiature reassembled, it 
found that Gen. Vallejo had failed to 
make good with his promises, and Sac- 
ramento seized the opportunity. The 
invitation to use the Courthouse here 
was welcomed. and the very next day, 
January 13, 1352, the members of the 
House and Senate arrived on the 
steamer Empire. The building then 
used was on the site of the one now 
to be torn down. It was built in 1851- 
52 and housed the seasions of 1882 and 
1854, nage | destroyed in the great fire 
of July 1854, which consumed the 
larger part of city. ; 

The State records had retained 
at San José, doubt being éntertained 
as to the legality of moving them to 
either Vallejo or Sacramento. Mean- 
while, the contest for the permanent 
location of the capital continued. The 
Legisiature pasted a bill in 1852 de- 
claring Vallejo to be the seat of gov- 
ernment, and directing the Governor 


j to remove the State records to that 


place. But Gen. Vallejo obtained a 
cancellation of his contract, and the 
Legisiature of 1853, which met at Val- 
lejo, adjourned to Benicia, declaring it 
tu be the capital Benécia had the 
best of it for about a year. When 
the Legisiature met there in January 
of 1854, Gov. Bigler submitted «4 com- 
munication from the city of Sacra- 
mento, offerlag the free use of the 
Courthouse and a deed to a block of 
land now known as the Plaza. The 
offer was accepted and a bill passed 
making Sacramento the permanent 
seat of government. The fight was 
not over, however, for the Supreme 
Court refused to leave San Jose, mair- 
taining that it wag the legal capita). 
This difficulty was overcome later by 
the simple expedient of a change in 
judges, the court then favoring Sac- 
ramento. With the exception of the 
flood year.

OLD ENGLAND. 


Humors of General Election 
Across Atlantic. 


Baccy, Beer, Rocks, Cabbages 
Are Campaign Aids. 


Local Man Gives Experience 
in Former Contest. 


BY HAROLD SANDS. 


Having digested their plum pudding, 
the Britishers are warming up over 
their general elections. The lords hav- 
ing flouted the commons, Premier As- 
qu vith “went to the country” Just before 
Christmas. It wasn’t a very happy 
time to start a contest, but Asquith had 
no chéice: He’ had to have a dissclu- 
tion, which, meant an election, or 
resign, and he chose the lesser of two 
evils. 

If there’s one thing the average Eng- 
lishman prides ihmself on it’s the clean 
way he conducts his elections. He 
draws himscif up as high as he can 
and say's: “There's no Tammany in the 
tight little isle, no bribery, no corrup- 
tion, no machine.” Of course he fails 
to mention the oceans of beer, the isi- 
ands of bacty and the avalanches of 
clubs, 
cricket clubs and homes for starving 
cats. ‘These things are mere asides, of 
which no gentleman takes notice. Only 
the man who supplies thein while 
“nursing the constituency” krows what 
they cost. But they are not forms of 


bribery. oh, dear no! 
It goes without saying that the quiet, 
well-brought-up English hold their 


elections in a decorous, almost holy 
manner. Tons of rocks are thrown at 
candidates, together with several huan- 
dred dosen egss that -he. not been 
candied, and a rather. barraasing 
quantity of rotten cabbages. But these, 
too, are mere asides. It is strange the 
number of asides these orderly English 
have with their ‘ deucedly quiet” elec- 
tions. 

I recall, but not exactly with feelings 
of unalloyed pleasure, a time when I, 
with real transatiantic inmocence, 
trusted myself-sto the tender mercies

RAILROAD INTERESTS. \ 


The Prussian State Rallway depart- 
ment already possess upwards of sev- 
enty electric locomotives derviing their 
power from accumulators. These have 
answe so well that another thirty- 
three are on order, and are to be de- 
livered for service early in the new 
year. The chief center of activity ts 
Worms, whence lines radiate to Op- 
penheim, Weinheim and Bensheim. 
Experiments are also being carried 
out with a petrol-electric locomotive. 


By far the heaviest train ever 
hauled by one locomotive on any rali- 
way in the United States, and prob- 
ably in the World, has been moved 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad, be- 
tween Altoona and Enola. June 22 
a single locomotive, bullt at the com 
pany’s Altoona, shops, pulled a train 
of 10% steel cars, loaded with 6544 tons 
of coal, for 127 miles in seven hours 
and twelve minutes, or at an average 
speed of 17.46 miles an hour. The en- 
tire train, including engine, weighed 
7644 tons, and stretched along 
line for 2600 feet. That part of the 
line over which the test was made 
from Altoona to Enola presents at 
no point a greater gradient thas 
twelve feet to the mile.

Now, Pollard is a perfectly healthy 
and amirable vulgarian, who, like the 
respectable critics, has prejudices, but 
who, unlike these gentlemen, is quite 
ready to acknowledge them and to 
glory in them. He even warns you 
about himself in the introduction, say- 
ing: ‘If you like prejudices, follow me. 
Il am fully of them. But if you prefer 
the judicial and academic standards 
of criticism, 1 bid you adieuy Take 
my book to the store and exchange it 
for Mr. Brownell or Mr. James; we are 
not of the same kidney. Just as no 
man is altogether bad, so he is not al- 
together a critic!” 

Hah! 
Pollard in his conclusions is quite 
correct. He would trim the unworthy. 
He is strong for the bludgeon, for the 
puritive power; he is an unmannerly 
brute. American letters, he acclaims, 
are sliding to the ladies, which is 
say—but I won't say it. , Personality, 
he thinks, is the only exctise for criti- 
cism. He would reform the publishers, 
elevate the gentieman who reads Mo- 
Cutcheon and asks, “was you to the 
beach yesterday’’ He would make 


every intelligent 
as he is. In short, he ‘s a critical 
missionary. 


Now, the critic has no more right to 
take reformative “measures than the 
artist. Your good critic is an artist. 
He is expressing himself in terms of 
books. Pollard would combine the per- 
sonal critic with the doctrinaire. Fa- 
tuity! The day of the critic-doctrin- 
aire is gone. It was at its hejght in 
the seventeenth century. Then we 
had Hobbes, Cowley, Sprat, Shadwell, 
Gianvill, Sam Butler,. Wolseley Con- 
greve and their ilk. But who would 
révive. these gentlemen? 1. 

But as I have said, Pollard’s concep- 
tion of criticism is perfectly correct. 
Only his idea of the. critic is erroneous. 
Why shouldn't the weary shop girl 
eat alive that literary pianola, Mr. 
Chambers? Why shouldn't the wall- 
eyed stenographer find sweet relaxation 
in Myrtle Reed? And if the coloritess 
female members of society can find 
pleasure in Mrs. Humphrey Ward, far 
be it from me to supplant “Lady Rose's 
Daughter” with Mummer's 
Wife.” One has precisely the same 
right to read the kind of books one 
wants as one has to eat the kind of 
cheese one likes.

AM giad Mr. Carrel wrote “John 


Johns.” In many ways it ts a re-

If you are looking for an 
ethical novel; if you need moral brain 
food; if you would be “elevated,” if 
vou demand literary sugar; or if you 
have @ hankering for the six best— 
don’t read “John Johns.” For if you 
are inclined to demand that before 
you reach the finis of a book, the vil- 
lain be found out and the saint re- 
warded, you will be disappointed. Mr. 
Carre!) recognizes no such demands. 
Your only satisfaction will be in the 
undiscovered villain’s last words, 
“Happiness, my dear Ellen, is unat- 
tainabie.””

IPLING has not turned nerve 
specialist, pathologist nor psychi- 
“@tricist. He has not (so far as I 
know) taken to the Emanuel move- 
ment nor interested himself in neuret- 
les. This gratuitous information is for 
the people who will inspect the title 
of his new book and consign it to the 
already gargantuan heap of our 
modern nerve literature. Not only has 
\Mr. Kiplipg not changed to a neures- 
thenician, but his literary caste of 
mind has remained intact [t 's quite 
@ fashionable attitude to discover and 
remark upon the waning powers in the 
latter work of any author who in his 
prime has done much splendid writ- 
ing. For years Kipling's literary re- 
quiem has been chanted by the eru- 
Gites; poor Kipling! There is frost in 
his biood, and his pen has lost its 
magic! . .« To ali members of this 
vinegar brigade I submit one answer: 
“Actions and Reactions.” If the au- 
thor 6f “Kim” has done a finer piece 
of writing than “With the Night Mail” 
it has escaped my notice. ._The story 
will scotch any bizarre idea that Mr. 
Kipling’s sun is In the west. If you 
have prejudices, however, and wish 
further conviction of this gentieman's 
power, turn to “An Habftation FEn- 
forced.” Either one of these remark- 
able tales will proselyte you to Mr. 
‘Kipling’s present-day abilities. 

At the same time there comes an- 
other Kipling book—another collection 
of short stories. In a way they are as 
interesting as the “Actions and Reac- 
tions” stories. They have been ush- 
ered in with much animosity and cov- 
ered with publisher's gore. The ex- 
coriatory literature, the exchange of 
that have accompanied 
these tales would probably All a book 
quite as large as the present one. Why 
not in the second edition include an 
appendix in elite type comprising thei 
literary notes, letters, cablegrams, 
etc.? There is much rich and racy 
reading in these instruments. 

But let us get down to the “men in 
pajamas sitting abaft the funnel and 
cwapping lics of the purple seas.” The 
stories of the immature Kipling in this 
book are not to be put aside. No lover 
of his should be without them. In the 
press-room of the Pioneer Mail, hang- 
Ing over the make-up blocks, fn the 
heat of those Indian nights, the youth- 
ful Kipling turned out these tales. 
They ‘are hurried and crude in places, 
but in them are all the potentialities 
that later become actualizations. They 
are full of the fire and the swagger of 
the boy matured. . 


BOOK GOSSIP. 

A book'of great value to the regular 
as well as the occasional opera-goer 
is “A Book of Operas,”’ written by H. 
E Krehbiel. Mr. Krehbiel has not 
written this for the benefit of the pro- 
fessional, but for that tremendous 
class of music lovers who are not pri- 
marily interested in technique. He has 
given not only a brief history of the 
more famous operas, but an analysis 
and entertaining discussion of their 
plots and a ral criticism of the 
music. All Who have followed to any 
extent his work in the columns of the 
New York Tribune, will not need to be 
told how admirably Mr. Krehbiel has 
performed his task. A number of il- 
lustrations, some of them very § rare 
prints, add greatly to the attractive- 
ness of the book, but it is, after all, 
Mr. Krehbiel’s knowledge of opera 
that gives to this work a value so very 
different from the haphazard compila- 
tions. 

The purpose of “Greek Lands and 
Letters,” the new book by Prof. Fran- 
cis G) Allinson and his wife, is to in- 
terpret Greek lands by. literature and 
Greek literature by local associations 
and the physical environment. Most 
travelers, who must curtail their visit 
to a few weeks or mouths, will find 
the bok a useful companion, while to 
a larger range of readers it may prove 
suggestive in appraising what is most 
vital in our. “hellenic heritage." The 
book covers those portions of the main- 
land of Greece and those islands im- 
‘medfately adjacent to the Gulf of Ae- 
gina, which may be easily visited dur- 
ing a short stay in Athens, as head- 
quarters. There are brief, pertinent 
passages from the Greek writers in 
fresh translations made by the authors. 


There have been many lives of Sher- 
idan, the Great English playwright, 
wit and politician, yet now, after near- 
ly one hundred years, Walter Sichel 
has been enabled to make a real con- 
tribution, not only to a knowledge of 
Sheridan, but of his century. His two- 
volume biography, just published by 
Houghton Mifflin Company, with fifty- 
two illustrations in collotype, is based 
on new and original material, including 
by  Georgianno, 
Duchell of Devonshire, and hitherto 
unpublished correspondence and com- 
positions, to which Mr. Sichel has had 
access through the kindness of the 
present owners. This material pre- 
sents most important episodes in Sher- 
idan’s life in an entirely new aspect. 
The book as a whole is a portrayal of 
social and political life im the latter 
half of the elghteenth century, as frech 
as it is authoritative and picturesque. 
Incidentally, it is of historicai im- 
portance to American readers for the 
light that it throws upon certain pas- 
sages of the American Revolution. The 
reader will understand better why it 
was that the Americar Congress tried 
to make Sheridan a tank Offering of 


20,000 pounds. Mr. Sichel is the autnor |! 


of many important works, among them 
authoritative studies of Bolingbroke 
and of Disraeli. 


The recent tragedy at Harbin, in 
Manchuria, draws attention to a book 
which deals as none yet have done aft 
any length wito the victim's work in 
unhappy Korea. ‘In Korea with Mar- 
quis Ito,""tis the work of Prof. George 
Trumbull Ladd of Yale University, 
who was admitted to the Prince's In- 
timacy under very gratifying circum- 
stances. Invited a few years ago to 
lecture in Japan, the professor was 
further invited to accompany the Mar- 
quis on his new mission in Korea and 
help in regenerating it. He  sapent 
many’ months there lecturing to the 
native nobility, materially aiding the) 
statesmnan reformer by advice and in- 
tervention with regard to missionaries, 
and persuading the natives of the ben- 
efits of civilized government and social 
progress. The book is an account, not 
only of personal experiences, but of the 
present Kerean conditions, of which 
the author gained an intimate and first- 
hand knowledge, and it is hoped that 
Prof. Ladd's estimate of thd Marquis 
Ito, his accouht of missions/and mis- 
sionaries, of the resources afd finance, 
education and public justice, foreign- 
ers and foreign relations, will prove of 
considerable interest and va'ue, as well 
as add exact and intimate knowledge

One of the latest additions to John 
Lane Company's admirable series of 
transiations of the novels of Anatole 
France, is ‘‘Penguin Isiand.”” If rumor 
is to be trusted, this work has cost M. 
France a Senatorship. It appears that 
his Socialist a-imirers of the Federation 
of the Seine determined to make him 
one of the Senators of that department, 
but changed their minds, after reading 
the Penguin book, 
thinking at least, he made most irrever- 
ant fun of them. This translation is 
by A. W. Evans, and I can sincerely 
pay it the final tribute by saying that 
as I read it I forgot that it was w 
transiation at all. No Gallicisms in. 
trude themselves with a misplaced 
sprightliness, and the translator has 
really absorbed the irony of Anatole 
France. that penetrating irony now 
rising in a crescendo of mocking buf- 
foonery, now sombre, isolated, frozen 
as it were beneath the tou certain 
knowledge of human destiny. 

The book starts gayly enough for the 
most facile reader. St. Maei, after ex- 
periencing a terrible storm, drifts to 
a certain round island in the Far 
North, which is inhabited: solely by 
penguins. Thankful for his escape, the 
g00d saint baptizes them, an act which 
causes considerable embarrassment in 
Paradise. They have been baptized 
and, therefore, they must have souls, 
and if they have souls they must be- 
come human beings. And so St. Mae! 
is empowered to transform the pen- 
guins into men and women. Be does 
sO gladly, and then proceeds to tow 
Penguin Island to the Breton Coast, 
which he approaches, after nine days’ 
sailing. Here the penguins commence 
their new life. They develop very rap- 
idly; they begin to consider the neces- 
sary question of taxation: chey evolve 
on their isiand the tradition of a na- 
tional church and the tradition of a 
national dynasty, in due course they 
evolve national. art and literature. And 
at this stage we find ourselves gradually 
drifting away from an island that is 
not France or England, or any other 
country, but the cradle of ihe human 
race. And then ‘we get openly into the 
Paris of modern times. The penguins 
are frankly modern haunters of the 
boulevards, followers of Bou 
Dreyfusseards, anti-Dreyfuseards, and 
ail the rest of it. ne whol- chaos of 
modern progress has been heaped upon 
these luckless descendants of birds. 
But these’ times, with all their fac- 
tions and intrigues, pass in their turn. 
Little by little, silently, steadily, grim- 
ly, the masters close in upon the e. 
Every human impulse fades and h- 
ers alike before the pretentions of 
wealth and passiveness of poverty. But 
as the pressure becomes more and more 
intolerable, the beasts of burden turn 
blindly upon their ntasters. and the an- 
archist’s borhb destroys the civilization 
of al! the centuries. Grass grows again 
over the cities of Penguinia, and for 
hundreds of years all is silent, and 
then, again, other races take up the 
old tale, beginning at the old begin- 
ning and ending at the old end.

How Facts ave Gathered and 


Charts Issued. — 


When the first trans.Pecific steam- 
Ship Hne is established, between this 
; pert and seme oriental terminus, the 
government will establish a marine 
station on the water front in charge 
vf the local Weather Bureau. The 
harbor at San Pedro will get its 
share of Federal attention as soon as 
conditions warrant. That is assured 
by Willis I. Moore, chief of -the 
Uni States Weather Bureau, and 
by A. B. Wollaber, local forecaster. 

“I am confident that a marine serv- 
ice will be established in Los Angeles 
as soon as the port becomes a home 
port for vessels sailing around this 
part of the world,” said Wollaber, 
yesterday. “At the present time, 
such offices are maintained at San 
Francisco, Portland, Tacoma and 
Pacific Coast. 
The nearest station to Los Angeles is 
at San Diego. The work is important 
“und mariners appreciate the charts 
and other information issued by this 
branch of our service.” 

Recently meteorological charts of 
the South Pacific have been made. 
They are sent to steamship lines, and 
to the weather bureaus mM the Coast 
cities. For some time the department 
has issued charts*of the North Pa- 
cific, but the southern sweep of the 
mighty Pacific has not been recorded. 
the “landiubber” these charts ap- 

rte be a mass. of geometrical 

lines, but to the deep-sea sailor, they 

often prove of the greetest advantage. 
OCEAN DATA. 

The latest chart received by Wolla- 
ber covers this month and next. The 
average conditions of wind and weatr- 
er are given as well as the signals 
displayed by the United States ond 
Japan to Mdicate warnings of storms 
or hurricanes. By means of these 
charts, the captains can tell some- 
winds and 


The Weather Bureau collects and 
compiles all ocean meteorological 
data by means of raports from cap- 
tains in all parts of the world. | 
Blanks are supplied the officers for 
the purpose, and after being filled 
out, they are mailed at the next port 
of call. The mariners who codperate 
in this work are serving thetr own 
interests as well, because the compiled 
results of their: observatiors are re- 
turned to them on Charts which aro 
furnished free of cost 

“This branch of the Weather Bu- 
reau, While very important, is not 
generally understood.” said Wollaber. 
“The seamen can tcll you about the 
charts and observations, but persons 
in the interior seldom realize what 
the government is doing all the time 
in furnishing data to seamen. 

: French government ~requites 
all its captains or officers in charge of 
vessels to fill out such reports. Ger- 
man ships aleo are very particular 
ebout the matter. Some English } 
ships, as well, ald us by sending re-. 

ports from the corners of ie globe. 
Wwe get the best reports asa rule 
from the ‘wind-jammers," as we term 
the sailing ships whe put into various 
perts amd pcrhaps are away from | 
their home port for years. -They 
often penetrate remocte parts of the 
ocean and experience conditions that’ 
furnish interesting data. The steam- 
ships as a rule follow a beaten — 
to and fro-on their: voyages. 

“Nothing could be gained just now 
by establishing a station at San Pe- 
dro, for it is not a home port, except 
for a few coasters. Foreign ships 
that touch here, also put in at San 
Diego, San Francisco or some. other 
port where we have stations. It is 
not the policy of the department to 
cstablish new stations until the neces- 
sity ariser. But with the completion 
of the Panama Canal and the conseé- 
quent tide of world commerce into 
this port, Los Angeles will have a 
station of her own.” 

WORK BROADENED. 

* The Weather Bureau is now doing 
a part of the work which was for- 
meriy done by the branch hydro- 
graphic offices. Pilot charts, hydro- 
araphic bulletins, notices to mariners, 
light lists, etc., still originate with 
the hydrographic department, but the 
meteorological charts are issued by 
the Weather Bureau.

board ship are very explici:. Among 


— 


them are records of daily weather ob- 
servations, direction of the wind, the 
readings of the barometer and _ther- 
mometers, etc. By means of symbols, 
the appearance of cloud forms are 
noted. The mastérs of vessels are 
given minute imstructions about tak- 
ing the observations and recording 


them. 

Postal addressed to. the 
United States Weather Bureau, are 
mailed at the port where the vessel, 
on which the observations pave been 
taken, first puts in. In foreign ports 
the cards are handed to the United 
States Consuls. They reach the va- 
rious branch weather stations from 
all over the world. 

When received, the ‘observations 
are plotted on. what are calied “daily 
synoptic charts.” These exhibit the 
condition of the weather over the en- 
tire ocean at Greenwich mean noon 
of each day By studying these 
charts, the experts in the Weather 
Bureau obtain valuable data relative 
to the movement of winds in storms; 
the track of cyclones: trade wind lim- 
ite; best passage routes and regions 
of fog and rain. 

This information is also furnished to 
the Hydrographic Office, Navy De- 


partment, ror publication in the pilot 
chart.

Wiliam Pablo, himself an Indian, re- 
ceived a message from g@aim Springs 
giving news of further trouble between 
the whites and the Indians there, over 
water problems. The present trouble, 
however, doés not deal with land titles, 
but with the sanitary feature of the 
settlement. 

Some of the white settlers are fur- 
nished with domestic water from the 
Indian reservation, through ah open 
ditch for qfiite a. distance. All wert 
well until some one took down the 
fence which guards the water supply, 
allowing live stock belonging to the 
Indians, to contaminate the water. 
The white customers then objected. 

There is some feeling between the 
settiers and the Indians at the Springs, 
due to the miniature race war which 
broke out there a few months ago.

_ Union Printers Warring for a 


New Leadership. 


Willie Randolph H earst Gets 
Into Hot Water. — 


Will Red Fennessy Continue 
_ to the Roost? 


Union labor agitators are turning 
somersaults because it is reported 
among them rhat William Randolph 
Hearst iy coming to town and that 
when he arrives a committee of about 
one hundred printers who do not ap- 
prove of “Red” Fennessy or Arthur 
Hay is to wait en hita and tell the 
“king of the yelhtows” a few things 
about the Typographical Union leaders 
that he doesn’t know. 

The acitators in other ranks of 
Uhionism are interested and worried 
because thiey fear that the tale-bearers 
to his yellow majesty may open upp 


* some other grievous union sores that 


might be the means of;their undoing. 

Of course the printers are the most 
concerned. They are after the scalps 
of Fennessy, Hay and McLernin. They 
want Hearst to realize that it wasn't 
Fennessy who raised the $30,000 of 
union labor funds that helped establish 
the Examiner in Leos Angeles. Some 
of them have the notion that Hearst 
understands that “Red” gave the 
mokey to Jim Lynch, president of the 
International. Typo;:aphical Union, 
and they want to get Willie off in a 
corner. and drive this notion out of 


dis head. 


Hearst ig now ~ me.nber of the ‘In 
Wrong Club” of the totemites’ branch. 
His good fortune, or predicament, ac- 
cording to the point of view, is due te 


. his telegram sent to “Red” Fennessy 


the night that “HRed"” bounced thirty- 
five of the union printers of the Ex- 
aminer office. 

The men, who wanted to have Fen- 
nessty realize that while he was fore- 
man they were his boss, did not take 
kindty to his order sending them adrilt 
in the union wvrid, and so they col- 
lected enough money and wired their 
troubles to Hearst in New York City, 
where he wes resting after his lia- 
borious campaign. Willie evidently had 
a grouch on when he received this 
Mmesrege Over the lo t leased wire 
route, and He replied: “I stand by my 
foreman.” 

When “Red” Fennessy heard of this 
tribute to bis stubbornness it is re- 
ported that “%e offered to atand treat 
out of his own personal funds, with- 


‘Out any subsequent drawback from 


any uhion coin that might get in his 
way. His elation, however, was not 
shared by any of the noble thirty-five. 
There were thirty-five blistered 
tongues in towa the day after the re- 
ceipt of that message. Further ap- 
peals to Heer on the ground that he 
did not really underrtand the local 
trouble in his local print shop met 
with the same rebuff. 

A epecial meeting of the Typographi- 
eal Union was held and by secret bal- 
let the “sympathy” of the union went 
6ut to the jobiess thirty-five, but there 
was no atrike fund opened. 

Back of this trouble in the Typo- 
graphical Union is the firht—it is 
called a “fight”—that union lead 
ers have been professing to make 
agains- The Times. Quite a number of 
the intelligent union printers long ago 
appreciated the, uselessness of the al- 
leged fight and some of them had the 
nerve to protest a~ainst the continued 
asSessment of their members for the 
purpose of keeping Arthur Hay an 
others of his ‘/k in comparative idle- 
ness and luxury. 

That the several hundred thousand 
dollars that have 1.en collected in the 
hopeless endeavor to injure The Times 
have been worse than wasted is well 
known to all Los Angeles union mea. 
The printers themselves have by resv~ 
lution protested to their national or- 
ganization agiinst the continuance of 
the money-wasting. At the last na- 
tional conventicn of the International 
Typographical Union the Los Angeles 
delegates beseeched the convention to 
the senseless “boycott” on The 
Times; they protested that the money 
being collected for this purpose was 
working a hardship upon thousands of 
union printers and was doing absolutely 
more gpod than harm to The Times. 

President Lynch, however, is a frien 
of Arty Hay and he wants to keep 
Arty on velvet as long as possible, and 


“so the corivention took orders from 


Lynch, and Hay remains here to do 
union labor politics. 

This is where Hearst breaks In. Time 
was when the yellow mogu! was sup- 

to have the union labor vote ia 
the hollow of his hand. In those days 
Hearst 4i4 “taueiness” with Lynch and 
other labor chiefs. Then he had dreams 
of a wunited labor vote, which, how- 
ever, never went his way when. he 
wanted it. Tu time Hearst began to 
realize that «a few “leaders” did not 
control the hepest union men all thu 
time, and he began to back away fron: 
his allegiance and affiliations. 

Wise men like Arty Hay and Jim 
Lynch fet sext to men when attacked 
by chilliners of pedal extremiti>s. 
Thns with Hearst, Willie soon awak- 
ened te the fact thrt it Is easier to 
grab an electrically charged wire than 
it is to let go of it. So Hearst “stands 
by his foreman” whether singular oc 
plural. . 

Therefore inquiry along these lines 
will be taken up by the locked-ot't 
thirty-five. These wnicn printers want 
to hnow hew it comes that one bunch 
of members o7 the same union can lock 
out another bunel: of the same organ- 
ization, and yet both bunches be in 
good standing tn the union. 

There is ar snuwer to this paradox- 
fcal question just the same, and it is 
to be found in the fact that “Red” 
Feanessy und his following want:rto 
@gzain rote absolutely over typograp- 
ieat- uniems in Los Angeles. Art Hay 
and Rea Robinson and their friends 
want no mere delegations going to na- 
tional conventions demanding that th3 
campaign of error against The Times 
shall cease, and the money be devoted 
to some worthifer cause. 

At the lest aanual election of 
las Angeles Typographical Union, 
Fennessy and hie friends were put to 
rout, and thelr enemies elected to all 


- the offices. It now appears that about 


all the thirty-five ex-Examiner typos 
were anti-Fennessy men at this arnua! 
election. It is figured that if Fennessy 
can devise means to get rid of all his 
now and next 
April, there will be no way of prevent- 
ing him and his allies from taking title 
In fee simple to all typographical 
unfonism in this city. 

Hearst will be asked to help prevent 
thie. There is talk that the printers 
wil! carry their fight by mail to every 
chapel in the country, and make 
Hearst a party to Fonnessy’s alleged 
acheme to dominate the union here,

“Red” Fennessy and Arthur Hay 
must go, is the cry of the locked-out 
Pxaminer printers.

Men and citizens, read carefully the quotation about to be made. 
In the language of the Scriptures, “Read, mark and inwardly. digest” 
the programme of the Hon, Pinhead McCarthy, Mayof of the city 
of San Francisco:

What we beg the attention of our readers to is not the modest 
ambition to rise from Mayer to Governor and then to United States 
Senator, developed above by the Hon. Pinhead. We believe he is 
barred from aiming at an office higher than Governor or Senator by 


whether the United States is to be congratulated or commiserated 
upon this limitation by which P. H. McCarthy is debarred from the 
Presidency. 

Accepting him as now at the top of his political ambition as 
Mayor of San Francisco, the thing to which we ask attention is the 
way in which McCarthy proposes to exercise the power placed in 
his hand. ‘The late Mr. Cleveland goes down to history as the 
of dictum that “public office is a public trust.” 

cCarthy will be known in the history of municipal government in 
the United States as the patentee of the policy that public office is 
a chance to serve the interest of your own clique and thereby serve 
vourself first and all the time The public’s interest in the mind of 
the new Mayor of San Francisco may best be expressed by the 
preiane expression become historical, “The public’ be damned.” 

This San Francis¢eo labor-union politician has been punned 
upon as Pin-head, an epithet suggested by his initials. He has been 
represented by admirers as grossly libeled by this sobriquet, but, 
really. if he never merited it before he does now in this brazen, open 
avowal of his intention to use any public office which he may reach 
for the benefit of his own class, his own clique, his own followers, 
and thereby of himself above all. Never in the history of America 
has there gone on record a more impudent declaration of contempt 
of public interest, of lack of appreciation of public sentiment, of a 
corrupt intention to use the privileges, power and advantages 
accruing to him by being placed in the office of Mayor for the benefit 
of a mere fraction of the population—small, not patriotic, not highly 
intelligent, but on the contrary insurrectional, riotous, disregardful 
of the interests and' the *ights of all outside of their own organi- 
zation and therefore gravely dangerous to the whole body politic. 

The San Francisco Argonaut, in commenting upon this open 
declaration of malfeasance in office, pronounced by the new Mayor 
in an address at the public Trades’ Temple in San Francisco, asks 
these quéstions: | 

“Has there ever before been a situation in which a Mayor-elect 
of San Francisco could openly and without imstant rebuke on the 
part of those who heard him declare the subordination of his office 
to the interest of a particular class or faction? What would have 
been thought of the late Mayer Otis if tipon the eve of taking office 
he had arrogantly declared that the interest of the merchant. class 
to which he belonged came before his obligations as Mayor? What 
would San Francisco have said to Mayor Alford if under like cir- 
cumstances he had declared that the interest\of San Francisco was 
to be secondary to that of the banking trade?” . 

It has been charged time and again with increasing iterancy as 
time has progressed in recent years that the functions of govern- 
ment, high and low, in the United States were prostituted to.the 
interests of the rich or those otherwise powerful because of posi- 
tion in society or in politics. It has been openly said, and that by 
men in very high public position in the United States, within the 
last ten years that a banker could violate about all the laws on the 
statute books of State or nation and go unwhipped of justice, unin- 
terrogated in fact as to his conduct. It has been pointed out very 
frequently that United States Senators, Cabinet officers and lower 
government functionaries had repeatedly been guilty of misconduct 
in office and had suffered no prosecution, nor loss of reputation 
even, by being violators of the law. ee 

We have never shared in these broad, raw, general’ charges 
against our fellow-citizens. When the whole question is summed 
up it has been our unwavering conviction that our public officials 
were generally not only efficient but honest, not only guiltless of 
open robbery, but of the smaller sins that result in the securing of 
emoluments or advantages unfairly. Whatever may be’ thought of 
these conclusions, there is no ground on which to dispute the state- 
ment that nevet ,in the history of America was more shameful 
declaration made on the part of a person about to assume an hon- 
orable and oe ge office of being guilty of malfeasance in the 
performance of his duty. William Tweed, one of the original graft- 
ers in America, was not the incumbent of a public office, and when 
as a private citizen he was detected in. his: misconduct only said, 
“What are you going to do about it?” Even at that early date in 
corrupt politics in America, through the action of Samuel J. Tilden, 
very ably aided in the details of the work by David Bennett Hill. 
Tweed was driven from his country a fugitive from justice and died 
im a foreign Jand. | 
In the case of'the Hon. P. H. McCarthy, the new Mayor of 
San Francisco, if the declaration above made does not furnish 
ground on which an action in law would lie and his prosecution for 
intended malicasance not follow, then the laws of the State are 

ewhat lax and need amendment. There is no doubt that this 
impudent declaration to practice corruption in the office of Mayor 
should be treasured up in the minds of the people of San Francisco 
and made the basis of an action for malfeasance in office against 
McCarthy on the:first instance in which he undertakes to carry out 
this promise to his faction, these threats against the whole people. 
San Francisco citizenship is in many ways a puzzle unsolvable by 
ordinary mental processes in America. It is difficult under any cir- 
cumstances to guess what verdict any jury in any cause will bring 
in. Im the case of the prosecution of an official for malfeasance in 
municipal office in San Francisco it would be wild to try to guess 
what an ordinary jury of twelve San Franciscans would have to say 
about it. But we do not guess, but assert, that if McCarthy under- 
takes in any important matter to push aside his responsibility to the 
whole people of San Francisco and to use his office in the service of 
his faction a suit should instantly be entered against him and an 
attempt made to deprive him of his office. It is not prejudgment 
to say that the juryman who failed to bring in a verdict of guilty 
would violate his oath and prove himself thereby a most undesirable 
citizen. 
That McCarthy will make good his promises we have no doubt. 
That San Francisco can pass through a period of Mayoralty service 
without a vicious §trike on \the part of this faction of the city in 
whose service the new Mayor declares himself to be retained as an 
advocate is practically an impossible contemplation. The moment 
a stnike is declared in San Francisco violence of the most serious 
nature will follow as sure.as night follows the day, and much more 
logically. That the néw Mayor will use all the privileges and 
power of his office, and balk at no misconduct by which the cause of 
his faction may be upheld, is a sure guess. 

A citizenship which would elect a man with P, H..McCarthy’s 
reputation behind him to the high office of Mayor is out of the 
sphere of all reasonable conjecture. Having elected him, the citi- 
zens of San Francisco may complacently, or in the nature of parti- 
ceps criminis, uphold him in carrying out this promise he has made 
to his followers, this threat he has flung in the face of the general 
public in the city of San Francisco. But whatever those people of 
extremely peculiar impulses and views may do, the fundamental 
rinciple will not be removed. The man will in any case be unfit

The threatened strike of railroad em- 
|Ployés throughout a considerable por- 
tion of the country has caused the in- 
troduction into Congress by n- 
tative Steeverson of Minnesota of a 
bill to amené the man law for the 
settlement by mediation or arbitra- 
tion of controversies between carriers 
in interstate commerce and 
their employés. Under the proposed 
law employés will be prohibited from 
striking during the progress of arbitra- 

tion proceedings. : 


Rativend: 


The strike of railroad switchmen in 
the Northwest has developed some pe 
culiar things. A Chicago dispatch of a 
few days ago spoke of the favorable 
progress of the negotiations for a set- 
tlement which was suddenly ended by 
President Hawley of the Switchmen’s 
Union demanding that all the striking 
switchmen be reinstated at once pend- 
ing settlement through the Chicago 
conference. The railroad very properly 
offered to the men back as fast 
as possible without displacing men 
now at work. Mr. Hawley would not 
agree to anything but complete rein- 
statement of all men, consequently 
further negotiations were at an end. 
This was all the difference between 
the railroads and the union. 


Unions as a Form of Monopoly. 

Dr. Charlies W. Elict, in a recent 
address at Kenyon University on labor 
unions as a form of monopoly, said: 

“I must class some of them as dis- 
tinct evils, and directly opposed to de- 
mocracy. First, there is the limitation 
of output demanded by many unions. 
They say it works in a berevolent way. 
It means no one in a certain trade can 
do his best. No man can resist the ef- 
fect on his character. It is degrading 
and makes a dull workman. It rots the 
moral fiber of man. Democracy is a 
State in which any one is permitted to 
develop his utmost power. That is what 
freedom is for, to allow each man to 
use his utmost power. 

“Unions try to limit the number of 
apprentices a shop may have. They 
usually allow nothing like a sufficient 
number to maintain the trade. 

“Again this ts an interference with 
the traditions of democracy. Education 
should be free and universal. The pol- 
icy of unions in limiting appreptices as 
to number is an injury to democratic 
society. Then the unions try to prevent 
the establishment of free trade schools. 
Again they interfere with the freedom 
of education in a republic. 

“The boycott is a most extraordinary 
interference with freedom and democ- 
racy. Its object isto obtain a monopoly 
of certain trade work. The object of a 
successful trade union is always a mo- 
nopoly, and some have succeeded in 
obtaining a real monopoly of a trade. 
The boycott will continue for further 
monopoly, but it files in the face of all 
traditions to give competition. The 
boycott is not an instrument democ- 
racy can éganction.”. 

Tee Much Dictatipn. 

The printing and binding concerns of 
Portiand have reached the last ditch 
and the recent demands for an in- 
creace of wages aggregating from 10 to 
30 per cent. has resulted in a declara- 
tion for open shop conditions. It is rec- 
ognized that the issue must be met 
at some time and the employers con- 
sider that the present is as good as any 
time, for if the’ union ds are 
granted it will be impossible for Port- 
land printers to compete with outside 
parties in certain classes of work. 


Unionites Lose Respect. 

The unions made another move in 
the Homestake lock-out trouble, says a 
Lead (S. D.) dispatch, by pcsting no- 
tices containing the names of forty- 
nine men whom it alleged had Wiolat- 
ed their obligations by signing the 
Homestake non-union Ist. The lists 
are headed, “Traitors tothe Working 
Class, Bulletin No. 1," and were widely 
placarded about the city. They attract- 
ed considerable attention, but are not 
expected to lead to any oiher result. 
The notices set forth that the men 
mentioned had “lost the and 
confidence of all honorable men.” 

For several weeks a persistent mmmor 
has been in circulation that the com- 
pany intended resuming operations 
about January 1, but as the year is 
ever and no preparations have been 
made, it is evident that the company 
has no intention of reopening in the 
near future. In fact, the best posted 
business men and those in closest 
touch with the situation declare that 
it will be easily six months before the 
Homestake turns a hand toward re- 
sumption of work. The management 
has made it plain that no compromise 
is to be made and that ft is content to

The New York shirtwaist strike and 
strikers came in for a drubbing -before 
Justice Olmsted in the Children’s 
Ceurt, says the New York Sun. “It is 
@ strike againat the law of God and 
nature and against God Himself” said 
Justice Olmsted, after two cases in- 
volving the strike had come under his 
notice. 

The first casp was that of Joseph 
Hassell, 12 years old, of No. 11 East 
118th street. Joseph had been brought 
in for peddling gum in the subway sta- 
tion at.116th street and Lenox avenue. 
His father, Morris, an elderly man, was 
in court. 

“Why do you let this boy peddle?” 
asked Justice Olmsted, “don’t you 
know that it’s against the law?” 

“I can get no work,” said the old 
man. “For many years I have worked 
at the sewing machine. I am getting 
old,” he extended his hands, “ I 
am not able to do any other work. But 
new the operators are on strike. If I 
get work in a shop the young fellows 
and girls mock me and strike me so 
that I have to quit work.

the world have been to get at 
the trade secrets of their rivals or to 
prevent their rivals from discovering 
their own special processes. Many an- 
other great industry has a similar ba- 
sis of a stolen, trade secret, says the 
New York Sun. 

Take the watch business, for in- 
stance. For many years Switzerland 
was the home of the watch industry. 
The watches that bore the name of 
makers in other countries depended 
for their accuracy upon the. spring, 
and the spiings were all made in 
Switzerland, no other country knew 
how to temper them. The secret was 
held by two men who ran a factory 
in the canton of Berne. 

A man who is well known through- 
out the world as inventor of chil- 
dren's toys and w recognized as a 
mechanical genius in his day, under- 
took to get this secret from the Swiss. 
He had ali the qualifications necessary 
for the task, bei an expert chem- 
ist, a trained worker in metals and 
@ fluent German and French scholar. 
He went to Switzerland in the ca- 
pacity of a country gentleman who 
was interested in the geological for- 
mation of that region. By his genial 
manner and free spending of money 
he found it easy to get acquainted 
with whom he chose, and in the course 
of time he brought things around so 
that he met the only two men in the 
world who knew how to semper watch 
springs. The younger\of these two 
men took quite a fancyjto the visitor, 
and they soon e t friends. 

The seeker after secreis was one of 
those who believe in seizing opportuni- 
ties, but who heve no faith in this 
talk about. making opportunities yotir- 
self.

A 
certain wire company in Connecticut 
wanted to learn the secrets of the 
English wiremakers, and they sent 
over about twenty skilled workmen 
to England, with instructions to get 
jobs in the factories over there if they 
could and learn the tricks.

With the natural aptitude of Amer- 
jeans for improving everything, the 
wire companies on this side soon de- 
veloped much better ways of doing 
things than the English firms that 
they had copied, and it became the 
turn of the English to look to their 
laurels. Business got so good = in 
Connecticut and orders piled in so 
fast that the factory could not get 
hands enough, and offered such wages

An expert can carry away with him the 
detalls of anything he vees that is in 
his line is sometimes astonishing to 
a who do not understan? the — 
ta . Many years ago, 
machinery wes a new 
thing, it was a great problem to con- 
struct a machine that would cut the 
oval basin holes that were just coming 
into vogue. 

A certain firm had made a machine 
for this purpose, but had not patented 
it. it was set up in a separate room 
in the shop, and was run by &@ man 
who was thoroughly trustworthy. At 
night it was covered up and lecked in. 

A young fellow from the South, sup- 
pored to be selling patent medicines, 
got acquainted with the foreman of 
this marble shop and one cay he was 
shown through the works. He stopped 
in front of this particular machine onl; 
long enough to sée it cut one basin 
hole in a marble slab, but in that time 
he Bad seen enough to enabic him to 
go back to his hotel and make a com- 
plete working drawing of the whole 
machine. 

How he do it? All machinery is 
simply a transformation of power from 
one kind of motion to another; from 
straight to circular, from fast to slow, 
or from continuous to interrupted mo- 
tion. This young fellow started with 
the driving beit from the pulley over- 
head and noted the chaiigés of motion 
through which this power was sent 
from one part of the machine to the 
next until it amvived at the cutting 
wheels. 

Sometimes a person will tumble on a 
trade secret ertirely by accident. The 
writer was once getting some photo- 
gtaphs made, when a of the 
camera shutter broke. The that 
fixed it betrayed the secret of solder- 
ing aluminum, which was then knéwn 
to very few. He had no idea. of course, 
that the customer sitting at the other 
side of the room knew what he was 
doing and recognized both the solder 


Every oné knows the story of the man 
who stole the secret of making Russia 
iron, that peculiar bluish tiited metal 
seen in stovepipes whéch will not rust. 
The Russians triec very hard to keep 
the secret of tanning Russian leather, 
and made it a penal offense for any 
one to export the bark of the trew 
which was used in the procoss of tan- 
ning the goatskins. The many fancy 
articles that one brings from Russia 
as souvenirs are made of the woods of 
this tree. 

It is very rarely that when two share 
a valuable trade secret they are wise 
enough to come to terms and work to- 
gether. 

Probably the most remarkable in- 
stance of this kind was the secret of 
the. so-called squeezer mark on the 
edges ot playing cards: One manufac- 
turer controlled the patent that was 
supposed to protect this device.! A rival 
manudacturer accidentally discovered 
that this patent would not stand inveg- 
tigation. 

Instea.l of acting on his knowledge 
and going to court to defend himself, 
which would throw tne secret open to 
the whole trade, he arranged quietly 
with his rival to patent a similar de- 
vice, to be called down on it, and to 
agree to pay a royalty for the use of 
the original patent. This 
was parade. before the rest of the trade, 
who argued that if such » big house 
as that had to pay a royalty, the pat- 
ent must be 

Their requests for licenses were re- 
fused, and the two big houses made all 
the squeezer marked cards io the world 
for years. Of course, no royalty was 
ever paid, and the secret was se we 
kept that it made fortuz.cos for bo 
houses. 

In many large manufacturing con- 
cerns there are departments which are 
set apart for processes more 
secret, and these special shops and 
/offices are guarded with the greatest 
care. The secrets of these departments 


dollurs to learn and they are contin- 
wally laying seige to them with the 
aid of men who ure trained? to the 
business of ferreting them out/ '

secrets,
